We 
consider it essential that a third major objective be the development 
of as articulate understanding of the responsibilities of cnreer em- 
ployees ns representatives of the United States in foreign affairs. 

To this sad we are presenting a course designed to renew and enlarge 
each student's understanding of the principles to which toe United 
States is dedicated, of the institutions which embody those principles 
in toe United States today, and of toe strengths and weaknesses of 
toe American system in fighting for toe survival of those principles 
in toe contemporary world. 

The students come to us with good academic preparation and we 
may assume their familiarity with the facts of American history and 
current events.
